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To  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Batley. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1943. 

In  this  fourth  year  of  War  the  health  of  the  Borough 
has  been  maintained  at  a high  level.  There  have  been  no 
serious  epidemics,  and  the  nutrition  of  the  citizens  is  appar- 
ently unimpaired. 

The  attendances  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  have  been 
satisfactory,  and  the  issues  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Orange  Juice 
to  the  pre-school  child  has  been  an  excellent  innovation  by 
the  Government. 

The  Ante  Natal  Clinics  were  well  established  and  regular- 
ly attended  by  many  expectant  mothers,  and  the  attendances 
at  the  Post  Natal  Clinics  are  slowly  increasing. 

There  are  now  two  Wartime  Nurseries  in  the  Borough. 
Mayville  Wartime  Nursery  was  open  throughout  the  year 
and  has  proved  a great  success.  A Second  Wartime  Nursery 
at  Birstall  commenced  to  admit  children  during  the  year. 
The  parents  of  the  children  in  attendance  at  Wartime 
Nurseries  must  be  engaged  directly  or  indirectly  in  war-work 
There  are  also  six  Wartime  Nursery  Classes  at  the  Schools 
which  should  enable  many  mothers  to  undertake  war  work. 

During  the  year  the  importance  of  Diphtheria  Immunis- 
ation has  been  stressed  by  the  Department,  and  many  pre- 
school children  were  immunised  either  by  their  own  doctors 
or  at  the  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Clinic. 

Scabies  is  still  prevalent  in  the  Borough.  The  weekly 
Scabies  Clinic  commenced  in  1942  has  continued  throughout 
1943  and  has  been  a considerable  advantage. 

During  the  year  an  effort  was  made  to  educate  the  public 
in  matters  concerning  Venereal  Diseases.  A Film  and  Lecture 
was  given,  and  some  hundreds  of  booklets  on  the  subject  of 
Venereal  Diseases  were  distributed  to  Factory  workers. 
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As  will  be  observed  from  the  Sanitary  Sections  of  the 
Report  much  valuable  work  has  been  carried  out  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors. 

The  housing  shortage  and  overcrowding  are  increasingly 
pressing  problems  and  it  is  impossible  to  do  much  in  their 
relief  until  many  new  houses  are  built  under  the  Corporation’s 
Post  War  Housing  Schemes. 

This  Annual  Report  is  much  abridged  under  wartime 
conditions,  also  for  security  reasons  the  Statistical  Tables 
have  to  be  omitted.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  Report  the 
German  Army  is  retreating  on  three  fronts  and  it  is  not  too 
much  to  hope  that  the  next  Annual  Report  may  be  written 
under  more  normal  conditions. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  members  of  the 
Public  Health  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committees 
for  their  courtesy  and  encouragement.  I also  wish  to  express 
my  appreciation  of  the  manner  in  which  members  of  my 
staff  have  accepted  the  additional  responsibilities  placed  upon 
them  by  shortage  of  staff  and  the  calls  of  Civil  Defence.

(i)  Full  particulars  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  of  the 
Authority  are  given  at  the  beginning  of  this  Report. 

(ii)  (a)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES.— There  has  been  no 
change  in  the  existing  arrangements.  Facilities  are  provided 
at  the  County  Council  Laboratories,  Wakefield,  for  the  exam- 
ination of  pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens. 

Blood  films  for  cytological  examination,  33  ; Bloods 
for  Widal  Reaction,  3 ; Sputa  for  tubercle  bacilli,  28  ; Swabs 
for  B.  diphtheriae,  372  ; Hairs  etc.  for  ringworm,  6 ; Urines 
and  faeces  for  B.  typhosus,  20  ; Urines  for  Tubercle  Bacilli 
and  Orgs.

(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. — These  are  adequate 
for  the  requirements  of  the  district. 

The  Oakwell  Joint  Hospital  Board  provide  an  Ambulance 
for  the  transport  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  admitted  to 
their  hospital.  The  Dewsbury  Joint  Hospital  Board  provide 
an  ambulance  for  infectious  cases  admitted  to  that  Hospital 
from  the  Soothill  Ward. 

(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. — The  Batley  Nursing 
Service  functions  in  three  wards  of  the  Borough.  The  Soot- 
hill Ward  is  served  by  the  Dewsbury  Nursing  Association  and 
the  Birstall  Ward  by  the  Birstall  Nursing  Association. 
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HOME  HELPS. 

In  addition  to  the  arrangements  for  general  nursing  in 
the  homes  of  the  people  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee  have  instituted  the  provision  of  Home  Helps 
where  a mother  is  temporarily  laid  aside  through  child-birth. 

No.  of  persons  on  Corporation’s  register  at  end  of  year  1 
5 Patients  took  advantage  of  the  scheme. 

CHILD  MINDERS. 

During  the  year  no  application  was  received  from  persons 
desiring  to  become  registered  Child  Minders.  At  the  end  of

children  were  being  nursed  under  the  scheme. 

WARTIME  NURSERIES. 

Another  Wartime  Nursery  (a  pre-fabricated  hut  situated 
in  the  Old  Recreation  Ground,  Birstall)  was  opened  on  the 
17th  November,  1943.  There  were  two  children  on  the 
register,  and  on  the  31st  December,  1943,  six  children  were 
on  the  register.

Visual  Defects  : — 

The  eyes  of  19  pre-school  children  were  examined  at  the 
Ophthalmic  Clinic.  The  following  errors  of  refraction,  in- 
cluding Squint,  were  seen  : —

Orthopaedics  : — 

The  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  examined  15  (new)  patients 
under  school  age  and  re-examined  35.  There  were  54 
attendances  at  the  Massage  &c  Clinic. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  (i)  WATER  SUPPLY. — Particulars  of  the  Batley  Water 

supply  have  been  given  in  previous  annual  reports.  The  chief 
source  is  from  the  town’s  own  reservoirs  situated  about 
eighteen  miles  away  in  the  Pennine  Hills.  This  water  is  ex- 
cellent in  every  respect,  both  for  domestic  and  trade  purposes. 
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(ii)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.  The  Borough  Surveyor, 
Mr.  T.  Mossop,  states  “ The  work  during  1943  has  been 
entirely  confined  to  maintenance  and  repair.” 

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.— The  West  Riding  of  York- 
shire Rivers  Board  is  the  authority  which  exercises  super- 
vision over  the  Batley  beck.  It  is  polluted  by  dye  water, 
trade  waste,  etc.  During  heavy  rain  storms  it  occasionally 
overflows  its  banks,  causing  considerable  flooding  of  houses 
and  streets.  The  latter  has  engaged  the  attention  of  the 
Corporation  for  several  years.

(iv)  SHOPS  and  OFFICES. 

Six  written  notices  were  issued.  The  number  of  retail 
shops,  as  compared  with  the  size  and  population  of  the  Bor- 
ough, is  below  the  average,  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  fact  that 
the  shopping  centres  of  the  larger  neighbouring  towns  are 
readily  available  to  the  public  of  Batley.  A very  large 
majority  of  the  retail  shops  in  Batley  employ,  if  any,  not 
more  than  one  or  two  assistants. 

(,v)  CAMPING  SITES. 

During  1943  no  sites  in  the  Borough  were  used  for  camp- 
ing purposes  within  the  meaning  of  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936.  There  were,  however,  several  isolated 
moveable  dwellings,  and  an  exempted  encampment  in  connec- 
tion with  a travelling  fair,  which  were  kept  under  observa- 
tion. 

(vi)  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  general  position  in  relation  to  smoke  abatement  was 
stated  at  length  in  the  Annual  Reports  for  1928  to  1934  ; and 
also  on  pages  44  to  46  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1936. 

Ten  observations  were  taken  during  1943  and  three 
smoke  nuisances  were  dealt  with. 

(vii)  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  is  one  public  baths  in  the  Borough,  but  no  pri- 
vately owned  swimming  baths  or  pools  open  to  the  public. 
Full  particulars  of  the  public  baths  were  given  on  page  53  of 
the  Annual  Report  for  1937. 

The  number  of  bathers  during  1943  was  91,469  of  which 
58,399  were  the  general  public,  14,379  troops,  and  18,691 
scholars. 
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Action  taken  to  secure  the  satisfactory  condition  of  the 
water  in  the  swimming  baths  : — 

During  August  four  samples  of  water  were  taken  and 
submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  bacterological  and 
chemical  examinations.  These  consisted  of  two  inlet  samples 
and  two  outlet  samples. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  results  of  the 
examinations  : — 

(a)  Bacteriological  Examinations  : 

All  samples  were  satisfactory  in  that  Presumptive  B.  Coli 
was  in  every  case.  None  in  100  Ml.  of  water, 

(b)  Chemical  Examinations-: 

(i)  pH.  Value-  : As  compared  with  the  Min.  of  Health 
Standard  of  pH.  7.6-8,  the  values  of  the  inlet  samples 
were  pH.  7.0  and  pH.  7.1  respectively,  and  those  of 
the  outlet  samples  pH.  7.1  and  pH.  7.5  respectively. 

(ii)  Free  Chlorine  : As  compared  with  the  Min.  of 
Health  Standard  of  0.2  - 0.5  parts  of  free  chlorine 
in  one  million  parts  of  water,  the  inlet  samples  con- 
tained 1.0  and  0.3  parts  per  million  respectively, 
and  the  outlet  samples  contained  0.3  and  Nil  parts 
per  million  respectively. 

Considered  as  a whole  the  foregoing  results  were  satis- 
factory. 

(viii)  Eradication  of  bed  bugs. 

The  number  of  council  houses  found  to  be  infested  was 
23  and  other  houses  19. 

8 council  houses  and  7 privately  owned  houses  were 
disinfected  with  H.C.N.  by  a specialist  firm,  and  8 council 
houses  and  3 privately  owned  houses  were  disinfected  by 
sulphur  dioxide  and  contact  insecticide.  The  remaining 
houses  were  dealt  with  by  notices  served  upon  tenants  by 
whom  means  of  cleansing  were  carried  out,  but  of  varying 
degrees  of  efficiency. 

Details  of  the  methods  employed  locally  in  disinfesting 
houses  were  given  on  pages  34  to  36  of  the  Annual  Report  for 
1938. 


4.  SCHOOLS. 


There  have  been  no  special  reports  upon  the  sanitary  con- 
ditions and  water  supply  of  schools  during  the  year — all  the 
schools  being  supplied  with  water  from  the  Corporation 
mains.  Action  taken  in  respect  of  infectious  diseases  amongst 
school  children  has  been  on  the  lines  of  the  Memo  on  Closure 
of,  and  Exclusion  from,  School,  1927.

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HOUSING. 

GENERAL  REPORT  UPON  HOUSING  ACTIVITIES 
IN  THE  BOROUGH. 

The  position  was  described  on  pages  31  to  33  of  the 
Annual  Report  for  1939,  and  the  remarks  made  therein  apply 
with  equal  force  to-day. 

Apart  from  this,  the  only  houses  calling  for  statutory 
action  during  the  year  under  review  were  Nos.  1,  Rouse  Mill 
Lane  ; 85,  King  Street,  Batley  Carr  ; 13,  Woodfield  Terrace, 
Trinity  Street,  Batley  Carr  ; and  33,  Church  Street,  Birstall. 

As  a result  thereof,  further  consideration  of  1,  Rouse  Mill 
Lane  was  adjourned  until  after  the  War,  subject  to  certain 
works  being  carried  out  : a Demolition  Order  was  made  in 
respect  of  85,  King  Street,  Batley  Carr  ; a Closing  Order  was 
made  in  respect  of  13,  Woodfield  Terrace,  Trinity  Street, 
Batley  Carr  ; and  , as  regards  33,  Church  Street,  Birstall, 
an  undertaking  was  given  by  the  owner  that  the  house  would 
not  be  used  for  human  habitation  after  vacation  by  the  then 
present  tenant. 

The  Borough  Surveyor,  Mr.  T.  Mossop,  has  supplied  the 
following  information  : — 

“ No  houses  have  been  erected  by  the  Corporation  or  by 
private  enterprise  during  the  year  1943.” 

In  connection  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2778,  the 
following  report  on  Post  War  Housing  was  made  to  the 
House  Building  Sub-Committee  : — 


Post-War  Housing. 

Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector  as  to  the  number  of  houses  required  in 
the  Borough  to  replace  unfit  or  overcrowded  houses. 
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To  form  a reliable  estimate  of  the  number  of  houses  now 
required  in  the  Borough  to  replace  unfit  or  overcrowded 
houses  is  not  easy,  for  the  reason  that  the  question  is 
essentially  one  of  standards,  and  that  the  admittedly  low 
standards  recognised  before  the  War  as  to  overcrowding, 
construction,  and  amenities,  as  applied  to  working-class 
housing,  are  almost  surely  bound  to  rise  in  the  future. 
Furthermore,  figures  in  this  connection  have  no  great  value 
unless  the  period  of  time  in  which  reforms  they  indicate  are 
to  be  carried  out  is  known,  and  this  naturally  brings  costs 
and  the  availability  of  labour  and  materials  into  the  picture. 
The  estimate  herein  given  is  therefore  subject  to  the  fore- 
going qualifications. 


As  regards  overcrowding  it  was  shown  in  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1937, 
as  a result  of  the  Overcrowding  Survey  carried  out  under 
Part  TV  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936  that  the  number  of  new 
houses  then  required  in  order  to  abate  overcrowding  in  the 
Borough  was  533.  Since  any  progress  made  between  then 
and  the  beginning  of  the  War  has  been  cancelled  out  by  the 
cessation  of  new  building  during  the  War,  it  would  appear 
reasonable  to  regard  that  figure  as  equally  applicable  today. 
As  to  the  replacement  of  unfit  houses,  it  was  shown  in  the 
same  report  that  there  were  3,867  “ back-to-back  ” and  2,978 
“ single-back  ” houses  and  that  of  these  3,260  were  of  the 
unsatisfactory  two  roomed  type.  By  the  most  conservative 
estimate,  at  least  half  the  latter  would  be  abolished  even 
were  it  practicable  (which  it  is  not)  to  convert  all  the 
back-to-back  ” houses  into  “ through-houses.’’ 


A reasonable  plan  would  therefore  be  to  fix  1,500  as  the 
minimum  number  of  new  houses  for  the  replacement  of  unfit 
houses,  and  make  this  figure  subject  to  review  after  it  had 
been  attained. 


Kxpressed  in  round  figures  according  to  the  foregoing 
methods  of  estimation  the  requirements  would  therefore  be 
as  follows  : — 
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New  houses  now  required  to  replace  : 

(a)  Unfit  Houses  1,500  (See  Note  A) 

(b)  Overcrowded  Houses  500  (See  Note  B)

These  figures  it  may  be  observed  accord  with  the  special 
reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Town  Council 
in  November  1930,  wherein  the  requirement  of  new  houses 
was  given  as  1,500.  The  latter  figure  did  not  include  Birstall, 
and,  it  is  assumed,  such  progress  in  rehousing  as  was  made 
between  then  and  the  outbreak  of  War  has  been  cancelled 
out  by  the  cessation  of  new  building  during  the  War. 

Note  A. — Since  this  figure  is  arrived  at  by  considering  less 
than  half  the  houses  of  the  poorest  types,  and  then  allowing 
for  only  half  the  families  therefrom  being  moved  into  new 
houses  (the  remaining  half  being  left  in  the  converted 
houses),  it  will  be  seen  that  the  estimate  is  based  on  the  most 
optimistic  assumptions. 

Note  B. — This  figure  is  arrived  at  by  assuming  that  the  total 
houses  overcrowded,  i.e.,  863  are  all  first  vacated,  and  that 
some  of  the  families  from  the  smaller  houses  are  then  re- 
accommodated in  the  larger  houses,  the  remainder,  533,  being 
provided  for  by  new  building.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD, 
by  Mr.  Hornby. 

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY. — The  action  taken  with  regard 
to  milk  was  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Inspection  of  farms  and  dairies  pursuant  to  the 
provision  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

(2)  The  taking  of  samples  of  milk  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

(3)  The  issue  of  licences  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 

(1)  Inspection  of  farms  and  dairies  pursant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

The  number  of  dairy  farms  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of 
the  year  under  review  was  28  as  against  26  for  the  previous 
year,  and  Avith  herds  comprising  476  cows  against  449  for 
the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  of  cowsheds  was  163, 
and  as  a result  thereof,  improvements  were  carried  out  in 
four  instances.  52  Notices  were  issued  requiring  lime  wash- 
ing and  cleansing.  As  regards  dairies  and  milk-shops,  182 
inspections  were  made  and  improvements  carried  out  in  two 
instances. 

(2)  The  taking  of  samples  of  milk  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

The  total  number  of  samples  examined  for  the  depart- 
ment at  County  Laboratory,  Wakefield,  was  83,  of  which 
69  were  taken  by  the  Corporation’s  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and 
14  by  other  Officers.  The  results  of  the  examinations  were 
as  follows  : — 

Accredited  Milk  ; Of  7 samples  examined,  all  satisfied 
the  methylene  blue  test. 

Pasteurised  Milk  ; Of  6 samples  examined,  2 satisfied 
and  2 did  not  satisfy  both  plate  count  and  phosphatase 
tests,  and  2 satisfied  plate  count  test  but  did  not  satisfy 
phosphatase  test. 
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Ordinary  (ungraded)  Milk  : Of  70  samples  examined 
51  satisfied  the  methylene  blue  test  and  19  did  not  satisfy 
the  test.  1 sample  was  found  to  be  tuberculous.  A further 
classification  shows  that  of  7 samples  of  raw  milk  de- 
livered for  pasteurisation,  2 satisfied  the  methylene  blue 
test  and  5 did  not  satisfy  the  test.  Such  an  unsatisfactory 
proportion  suggests  that  producers  of  milk  for  pasteur- 
isation are  not  as  careful  about  cleanliness  as  they  might 
be,  which  is  regrettable  in  view  of  the  fact  that  whilst 
pasteurisation  might  protect  the  consumer  against 
certain  pathogenic  germs,  it  does  not  make  a dirty  milk 
clean. 

General  Remarks:  Summarising  the  foregoing  results 
28%  of  all  samples  examined  by  the  various  recognised  tests 
were  unsatisfactory,  as  against  the  same  figure  for  the 
previous  year.  This,  in  addition  to  the  sample  found  tuber- 
culous indicates  the  continued  need  for  the  bacteriological 
control  of  the  public  milk  supply.  The  action  taken  by  the 
Department  as  and  when  satisfactory  reports  came  to  hand 
was  described  on  page  60  of"the  Annual  Report  for  1938.

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(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

(By  Mr.  H.  Hornby). 

During  1943  59  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses  ; 8 
visits  to  meat  shops  ; 52  visits  to  the  market  ; and  145  visits 
to  provision  and  other  food  stores. 

The  total  number  of  carcases  and  their  organs  examined 
in  local  slaughterhouses  was  111,  all  being  cottagers’  pigs 
slaughtered  on  licences  granted  by  the  Food  Executive  Officer 

Over  3|  tons  of  diseased,  unsound  or  unwholesome  meat 
and  other  foods  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  food. 

Following  the  institution  early  in  1940  of  the  existing 
system  of  centralised  slaughtering,  all  slaughtering  ceased  in 
local  private  slaughter  houses,  except  for  an  occasional 
cottager’s  pig  slaughtered  on  licence  granted  by  the  Food 
Executive  Officer.

During  the  year  under  review,  120  samples  of  milk  and 
miscellaneous  foods  and  drugs,  as  detailed  in  the  appended 
Table  I,  were  purchased  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst, 
who  certified  118  samples  to  be  genuine,  5 doubtful  and  10 
adulterated.  ^ This  gives  an  adulteration  figure  of  8.33%  as 
compared  with  7.14%  for  the  previous  year. 

Particulars  of  any  administrative  action  taken  in  respect 
of  samples  adulterated  are  given  in  Table  II. 

A further  comparison  shows  that  of  the  109  milk  samples 
analysed  9 were  adulterated,  which  gives  an  adulteration 
figure  for  milk  of  8.26%  as  compared  with  8.47%  for  the  pre- 
vious year.  An  interesting  feature  was  that  17  samples,  in 
which  the  non-fatty  solids  content  fell  below  8.5%,  were 
proved  genuine  by  the  freezing-point  test. 

On  reference  to  Table  III,  which  gives  the  average  com- 
position of  milk  samples,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  fat 
content  was  3.65%  as  compared  with  3.61%  for  the  previous 
year.
